fore, by permission of the “health” 
authorities, permitted once more to 
breathe freely. 


The action of the Boaru of Health in 
recommending the repeal of the or- 
dinance came unexpectedly, as 
board had announced the day before 
that the mask-wearing would be con- 
tinued, 
change in the “health” program is, 
therefore, a matter of conflicting state- 
ment. 

“What the people thought about this 
masking ordinance,” said Mrs. E. C. 
Harrington, chairman of the Anti-Mask 
League, has been shown in many 
ways, but when the Anti-Mask League 
put 35 women on the streets with 
petitions asking for the immediate 
repeal of the measure, and people lined 
up on the sidewalks waiting for a 
chance to sign them, the health au- 
thorities began to see that the people 
not only disapproved oftheir actions 
but were getting ready to do some- 
I think the city au- 
thorities will hesitate before putting 
a similar measure into effect again. 
They pay very little attention to writs 
and other legal action, but they have 
a wholesome respect for votes.” 


NEW ZEALAND TO 
TAKE LIQUOR VOTE 


Special Poll in April on Question 
of National Prohibition With 
Compensation — Supplemen- 


tary Poll Also Provided For

WELLINGTON, N. Z.—New Zealand 
will vote in April, by a special licens- 
ing poll, on the questions of national 
prohibition with compensation and na- 
tional continuance of liquor licenses, 
the result being determined by a ma- 
If prohibition 
with compensation is not carried, then 
at the next general election the elec- 
tors will vote on the following issues: 
national continuance, siate purchase 
and control, and national prohibition 
without compensation. 

These provisions are contained in 
a liquor bill which is before the New 
Zealand House of Representatives at 
the time of writing. As the bill is a 
government measure, its defeat is not 
anticipated. By it all members of the 
New Zealand Expeditionary Force wil! 
be entitled to yote in April. Should 
prohibition be carried at the special 
poll, the Finance Minister will have 
power to borrow up to £4,500,000 to 
compensate brewers, licensees, and 
hotel servants. : 

Should the be renewed at 
the general election, outlined 
there will be no compensation, if 
probibition is then carried, but if the 
volers approve of the state purchase 
of the liquor business, the Minister for 
Finance will have power to borrow 
up to £10,000,000 for purposes of pur- 
chase. If the total number of votes 
for state purchase, or for national 
prohibition without compensation, do 
not amount to more than half of the 
valid votes recorded at the poll, the 
proposal for national continuance 
would be deemed to have been in- 
Ggoreed. A bare majority of the total 
votes cast will, in the same way, 
Carry state purchase or prohibition.

‘At this particular moment, which 
Le Matin describes as the gravest the 
Allies have known since the cessation 
M. Louig Klotz, Finance 
Minister, has published a pamphle' 
containing extracts from a work pub- 
lished by the German staff on French 
industries. The preface points out the 
Close association proved between the 
military and economic instruments of 
German ambition, as shown in the 
annexation of French Lorraine scheme 
laid before the Chancellor by the 
associations of ironmasters and mine 
owners, 

The review contains a’complete sur- 
vey of all the French industries, in- 
cluding chemicals, sugar, mining. 
spinning, dyeing, pottery, tanning, and 
brewing, with the comment that these 
industries “offer excellent openings 
for German traders in spite of a some- 
what hostile feeling.”” The report then 
goes on to say that, with the French 
metal industry im the occupied regions 
destroyed, being without raw ma- 
terial, which the occupied regions are 
unable to produce, German traders can 
substitute themselves “in this new 
market.”’ 

The following comments are made 
by the pamphlet upon the French sugar 
industry: . e 

“Business relations with Germany 
are sure to cohtinue because the 
French sugar industry cannot do with- 
out German beet seed without dam- 
aging itself, and it must also buy large 
quantities of German coal, the French 
coal mines having suffered severely.” 

Commenting further on the destruc- 
tion of the weaving plants in France 
the pamphlet says: 

“Considerable quantities of raw ma- 
terial, manufactured goods, thread on 
bobbins, and warps have been sent to 
Germany. In Sedan all the plants 
have béen destroyed, the machinery 
has been taken away and the buildings 
lie open to the winds like scrap iron. 
There is an enormously important 
opening there for German  con- 
structors.,” 

Appropriately enough, along with 
this reminder on the part of the 
Minister of Ger- 
many’s :economic intentions, comes 
the creation of an all-supreme eco- 
nomic council, which will compress 
within its scope, the allied maritime 
transport council, the blockade com- 
mittee, the inter-allied food commit- 
tee, and the inter-allied committee of 
supply and relief. 

Each power will be represented on 
this council by five delegates, on whose 
work, during the next few weeks, will 
largely depehd the success or failure 
of the Peace Conference. Members of 
the League of Nations Commission met 
in Lord Robert Cecil’s room at the 
Majestic to complete the drafting of 
two articles of the scheme which it is 
hoped to bring forward at the plenary 
sitting of the Peace Conference on 
Wednesday. This will be in the na- 
ture of a first reading, and it is possi- 
ble that the text of the scheme will 
then be published. Its adoption is not 
expected until after the return of 
President Wilson from the. United 
States.

PHILOSOPHY OF A 
FRENCH OFFICER

In December, 1742, the French Army

partly to be attributed to this. His 
collection of maxims forms the most 
touching foundation of a courageous 
philosophy. Amongst his maxims is 
one that can be considered as the 
basis of all his philosophy, “Humanity 
is the first virtue.” To him, indeed, 
nothing is more absurd and irritating 
than the ideas of those moralists who 
make unreasonable demands upon 
human nature. 

The maxims of Vauvenargues com- 
bine in admirable French proportions 
the virtues of the mind and the deli- 
cacy of the heart. At the height of his 
trouble his “anxious serenity,” .if it 
can be so expressed, was never 
ruffed. He retained until the end that 
love of glory which had never ceased 
to be his guide. There cannot be 
found in the world’s literature a phi- 
losophy that is at once so firm and 
so indulgent. Condemned to a tranquil, 
or at all events to an inactive life, it 
would have been natural for him to 
have conceived a cynical idea of the 
activity of others, yet he wrote: “We 
do not understand the fascination of 
violent emotions. Those we pity for 
their anxieties despise our ease.” 

What Vauvenargues placed above all 
are the qualities of the heart, not that 
cheap and soft sentimentality which 
later was to inundate literature in 
Ehgland as well as in France, but that 
energetic sentiment, that conscious- 
ness of our human condition, of its 
greatness and its smaliness. “Great 
thoughts come from the heart,” he 
said. 

He was willing neither to deny nor 
to dissimulate any part of human ex- 
istence; he accepts the whole of it 
with ail its strength and its weakness. 
The fault of moralists in general is to 
construct an imaginary humanity

At 
outstart it seemed as if circum- 
stances favored him. He fought in 
[taly under the command of the old 
Maréchal de Villars. But peace fol- 
lowed almost immediately after, and 
the young lieutenant, eager for re- 
nown as he was. found himself forced 
to lead a monotonous life in a small, 
provincidl, garrison town. For some 
time Vauvenargues' resigned 

to it: he led the stupid and 
empty life of young officers on home 
service in little towns. He showed 
nothing whatever at that time to dis- 
tinguish him from his comrades; he 
enjoyed the same mediocre pleasures 
and the same amusements 

During the time that he 
little garrison towns and on active 
service he had begun to reflect on 
human nature, and possessing neither 
great culture nor hope of renown, he 
made a plan to write an essay on the 
human mind. Ile was unable to work

IN LABOR UNIONS 


Full Recognition by Federation 
in United States Is Sought 
—Action Is Urged if Basis of 
Wages Is to Be Maintained

CHICAGO, Illinois-—-With the mem- 
bers of the Women’s Trade Unions of 
the United States increased nearly 50 
per cent in the various industries dur- 
the war, the big problem of the 
womens unions now is to get the 
national organizations of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to recognize 
the women workers, said Mrs. Ray- 
mond Robins, president of the National 
Women’s Trade Union League of 
America, to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

The war took women into industries 
that they had not fo... wed to any great 
extent before, Mrs. Robins pointed out, 
and in many cases they were recog- 
nized by the local unions, but have not 
been recognized by the national or- 
ganizations in the various crafts. In 
some cases the local organizations 
have taken the matter up with the in- 
lernational organizations, but the in- 
ternational officers have opposed tak- 
ing the women into the labor organ- 
izations. The problem now is to hold 
the women that have been recognized 
by locel unions in the labor organiza- 
but this cannot be done, Mrs, 
Robins said, unl the international 
organizations agree to admit them. In 
some cases, loca] unions simply ad- 
mitted the women for the war period. 
In other the. unions have re- 
‘used to recognize them at all. 
international officers of the 
Federation of Labor, in 
work, are opposing the 
women, Mrs, Robins said, while the 
rank and file are willing to admit 
them. The officers, she claims, are 
standing in their own light. It is use- 
she teels, for the women to try 
organize independently of the 
men's Organizations. The only pro- 
tection for the men is to admit the 
women, she declared. They should be 
admitted, Mrs. Robins said, on a basis 
of equal pay for equal work.

Deposit¢ Is to Be Withdrawn

LONDON. England — During the 
week ending Saturday, Jan. 11, the 
chief item of interest in Lombard 
Street was perhaps the announcement 
by the Bank of England that the spe- 
cial deposit rate of 4% per cent al- 
lowed on foreign moneys deposited at 
that institution would be withdrawn in 
the case of French, Belgian and Italian 
balances. It is said that the altered 
exchange position between England 
and these countries had led the mar- 
ket generally to expect action of some 
kind would be taken, and not much 
surprise has therefore been occasioned 
by the bank's pronouncement Anv 
surplus of credit that may be caused 
in the market as a result of the bank's 
discontinuance of the 445 per cent rate 
deemed likely to be purely of a 
temporary nature, The improved sales 
of the National War Bonds jis attrib- 
uted to the desire of the public to 
avail themselves of the opportunity of 
investing in these securities containing 
conversion rights which are, {it is an- 
nounced, to be omitted in any new 
issues which the government. may 
make. There is much conjecture as to 
What method the treasury will adopt 
to finance the heavy expenditure which 
the armistice period appears to entail, 
as although the revenue in the next 
ten weeks will be unusually large on 
account of the income tax collections, 
it is recognized that there is a large 
floating debt which it would seem only 
wise to consolidate. 

At the Bank of England the usual 
mid-week statement shows a return to 
more normal conditions. Government 
securflies have gone back £52,426,000, 
and other securi! £°20.900.000. 
Other deposits have dropped £74,706,- 
000, which makes them lower than 
they were a week ago. The bullion 
stock is now well over the £80,000,000 
level, the past week having contrib- 
uted £544,000. The ratio of reserve 
has risen from 11.71 per cent to 17.12 
percent. 

The revenue for the first four davs 
of 1919, as shown by the exchequer ac- 
counts, totals £11.856,000, more than 
half of which, or £6,327,000, to be ex- 
act, was received from income tax 
collections, which doubtless represents 
the usual quota deducted off the year- 
end dividend disbursements customary 
at this season of the year. Expen- 
diture for the period was low at 
{ 24,874,000, so that the deficit was un- 
usually small. National war bond 
sales yielded £16,998.000, and war 
savings certificates £1,000,000. Treas- 
ury bill sales added another £2,935.,- 
600 to the available credit, and aided 
in reducing the floating debt by pro- 
viding for the retirement of £8,000,0090 
of ways and means advances. 

On the Royal Exchange there has 
oeen a mild continuance of the move- 
nent toward parity by the allied and 
neutral Kuropean quotations, with the 
exception of Madrid, which has fallen 
during the week from 70 to 23.65. 

The past week on the stock ex- 
change has not been an altogether 
cheerful one, chiefly because the hopes 
which were entertained of a semblance 
of a revival of business after the new 
year had come in were not entirely 
fulfilled.

United States Revenue Measure 


THERE is now a fair prospect of the early enactment 
of the new United States revenue law, the greatest tax, 
measure ever framed in the history of the country. Under 
its provisions $6.000,000,000 and more will be raised for 
public purposes. ‘The measure has undergone numerous 
changes and modifications since it was first reported, and 
these changes and modifications seem to have affected 
nearly everything save the enormous total. 

Six months have been consumed in the work of con- 
structing the bill in the Ways and Means Committee of 
Congress. After passing the House once, some time ago, 
altered conditions made it necessary that the measure 
should be revised twice, one of these alterations resulting 
from the change from’ war to peace, the other from the 
enactinent of legislation making the nation bone dry on 
July 1 of the present year, by statute, and the ratification 
of a constitutional amendment making the nation bone 
dry tor all time from January 16, 1920. 

While it is likely that the completed bill will now be 
pressed to final action, and that both Houses will have 
disposed of it within a few days, it is probable that it will 
await executive approval until the return of the President 
from Trance. Meanwhile all preparations are being 
made by the Internal Revenue Bureau to levy the taxes 
for which it provides. Taking Treasury estimates, the 
bill will vield $6,077,209,000 for the present fiscal vear, 
For the calendar vear of 
1919, during the last six months of which prohibition 1s 
expected to cut revenues, the total return from the bill 
is estimated at $5,788, 2¢ 10,000, 

Of interest to citizens almost generally is the an- 
nouncement that several million tax return blanks tor 
people having incomes of $5000 and less are alréady dis- 
tributed among revenue collectors. These will be placed 
in the hands ot individuals interested almost simultane- 
ously with the signing of the measure by the President, 
probably, at the outside, before March 1, It 1s also of 
importance to millions of persons that the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau will make public the detailed provisions of 
the blanks, tor the intormation individuals and 
corporations, before the blanks themselves shall have been

‘Lhe events ot the last tew vears have, 
it is true, gone a long way to break down conservatism 
and open the way for new ideas; nevertheless, there is 
still a very distinct place for a connecting link between 
theory, as represented by the Board ot Agriculture, and 
practice, as r¢presented by the farmer or ‘small holder. 
The new advisory council ts just such a link. [very kind 
of farmer will find representation upon tf. The large 
farmer and the small holder will be represented by the 
best and most progressive men in the community, and, in 
addition, the Agricultural \Wages Board and the arm 
\VWorkers Union are to send delegates. 

One particularly valuable point about the plan is the 
wav in which the council will be divided :nto committees 
dealing with the various branches of agriculture, and re- 
porting, at stated periods, to the main advisory council. 
Thus, 1n time, a network of channels will be formed 

throughout the country by means of which information 
of the most detailed and practical nature will find its way, 
through the main advisory council, to the Board of Agri 
culture, thence to be made available to the farming 
community as a whole. The coming vear must neces- 
sarily be a particularly important one in the annals of 
british agriculture; thousands of former farm hands will 
be returning to the land, and thousands of men will be 
seeking to take up farming as a calling tor the first time; 
new land will have to be broken, whilst many thousands 
of acres of land which, because of hurried, inadequate 
inethods, necessitated by the stress of the past, haye 
depreciated in productive value, will have to be brought 
back into good condition. ‘There will be need, at once, 
for the utmost experience and for the utmost willingness 
to learn, and the best results can be looked for only 1f 
that unity of effort 1s secured which the new advisory 
council will undoubtedly do much to promote . 


Food Prices 


lr is gratitving to people in the United States to 
know that prices of foodstuffs are declining.  [t would 
be much more so it prices were to return more speedily 
to something lke their former level, \Vhat is difficult 
tor the average householder to understand ts that, with 
warehouses choked with all kinds of tood, in the large 
centers of the country, the present fictitious values should 


continue, particularly since hostilities have been sus- 


pended and the war can no longer be given as a legiti- 
inate excuse for keeping prices up. 

William M. Calder, United States Senator from New 
York, is quoted as saying that the first essential toward 
a generous, general return to fair food prices is that the 
government shall end price ‘fixing and food control. in 


that event the Senator insists that what is known as the 
law-of supply and demand will be allowed to take tts 


course, and that prices will regulate themselves. The 
restrictions have been lifted in various other respects, and 
it has never been fully explained why the government has 


_not been able to satisfy its obligations to food producers 


in such a way as to make possible an 1mmediate return 
to normal conditions of living. One of the apparent 
hindrances to the return of lower prices for important 
articles of food is the amount of the obligations involved 
in the government’s guarantee of a fixed price for the 
wheat crop of 1919. It is estimated by some that the 
price will be about $1 a bushel above parity of the world 
wheat market. If this estimate is anywhere near correct 
the amount to be made up by the United Stateg Govern- 
ment will run between $1,000,000,000 and $1,250,000.- 
ooo, depending upon the amount of the crop. The United 
States Treasury has no such amount available to meet 
a guarantee of the kind, but the funds must evidently be 
provided in some way. The sooner this matter is ad- 
justed the better. 

The Chicago Board of Trade, in a recent petition to 
the United States Attorney-General, asked the very perti- 
nent question: “Why should flour sell at $12 a barrel 
with more wheat and flour in the United States than 
ever betore? Under the law of supply and demand the 
price would not be more than $6 a barrel.”’ Similar ques- 
tions concerning the prices of other foodstuffs have been 
asked but never satisfactorily answered. It is altogether 
desirable and right that the government should fulfill its 
contracts to the letter. The long-suffering public would, 
however, like to see an immediate scaling down 1n the 
cost ot living. The item of food is the most burdensome 
of all, and the price of food has receded less than that 
of any other important commodity. There is no desire 
on the part of the people to see such sudden reductions as 
would unsettle business and cause unnecessary losses, but 
it seems that it would be altogether just and proper for 
the government to “pocket its losses,”’ at least so far as 
Its food-price obligations are concerned, and to do so 
quickly. A

Wire each recurring 12th of February the thoughts 
of Americans turn naturally to some event or incident 
in the career of Abraham Lincoln, and the strange thing 
is that, after continuous weaving of history and _ story 
around this most remarkable and interesting man for 
more than half a century, there 1s nearly always some- 
thing new or fresh to be learned about him, or, at least, 
always something that can be told 1n an untamiliar way. 

It is not widely known, for instance, or well remem- 
bered, that in the middle fifties Abraham Lincoln had 
practically abandoned hope of ever attaining a place of 
recognized importance in national politics. He had, for 
the good of the ree Soil* Party, sacrificed his ambition 
and lis opportunity to become a United States Senator 
from Illinois, allowing Lyman Trumbull to carry off the 
prize, and had gone back to the practice of law. 

While he did not regret this generous and patriotic 
act, vet to some of his friends he pointed it out as a 
fact that whenever the way seemed bright and clear for 
lis future, something unforeseen occurred to block it. 

It was in this mood that he attended the state con- 
vention held by the Anti-Nebraska men of Illinois ‘at 
Bloomington, in the summer of 1856. This gathering 
was attended by the leaders who were to become, in large 
measure, the founders of the Republican Party, which 
was to win the presidency four years later, carry on the 
Civil War, and rule the nation uninterruptedly for nearly 
a quarter of a century. Among them, besides Lincoln, 
were Trumbull, Palmer, Oglesby, Yates, Browning, 
Wentworth,, Lovejoy, David Davis, .Judd, Medill and 
Dubois. The names. of these men were vritten into the 
history of both the state and the nation. Whigs, Free 
Soil Democrats, and Abolitionists, they had been, in the 
immediate past, often involved in bitter antagonism to 
one another. The attempt to introduce slavery into the 
new territories and states was now bringing and welding 
them together. 

John AM. Palmer, later to become a military officer, a 
Governor, and a United States Senator, was called upon 
to preside. Walham H. Bissell, back home from the 
Mexicat) War, and a “hero,” was nominated for the 
governorship. A full state and presidential electoral 
aicket was named. ‘The platform adopted declared em- 
phatically against the further spread of slavery. It 
pronounced the repeal of the Missouri Compromise 
“unwise, unjust and injurious, an open violation of the 
plighted faith of the states,” and asserted that the attempt 
to torce slavery upon Kansas and Nebraska, against the 
known wishes of the people, was an “arbitrary and 
tyrannous violatron of the right of the people to govern 
themselves.”* Owen Lov eyoy, whose brother had fallen 
at Alton for the anti-slavery cause, and described, like 
Otis of Colonial Massachusetts, as “a flame of fire.”’ 
speaking to the plattorm, stirred the members of the 
convention to a ligh pitch of enthusiasm for the cause 
which they now unitedly espoused. He was followed 
by “Long John” Wentworth, of Chicago, a powerful 
figure and a forceful speaker. Judge Trumbul?, the new 
Senator; David Davis, afterward to figure in the H: ayves- 
Tilden Electoral Commission; Leonard Swett. law part- 
ner of L. incoln ; Richard Yates, soon to become the “\War 
Governor " of Hlinois, and others made rousing speeches. 

‘Anndst them all,” says Clark EF. Carr, who tells of the 
incident which is the theme of this article, in his historical 
story ‘The [llim,” “so quietly and unpretentiously that 
at the beginning they scarcely realized that he was a 
factor in the convention, the genius of Abraham Lincoln 
watched and controlled its every movement.” 

\ll the others had spoken; most of them had spoken 
eloquently and inspiringly, when Lincoln was called to 
the speaker's stand. Perhaps more has been said and 
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written about the speech that followed than. about any 
other which Abraham Lincoln ever made, except per- 
haps his Gettysburg address, yet everything that has been 
said about it has been unsatisfactory, because no notes 
of it were taken, and such reports as have been given 
irom the memory of those pre sent are found, on com- 
to be dissimilar. “‘Those who began to make 
as Carr testifies, and in this he 1s supported by 
many others, “ soon forgot pencil and paper and listened 
in rapt attention.”” On one point only are all statements 
of the incident in entire agreement, and-this is that the 
speech was a remarkable one; that it held the attention 
of the convention from beginning to end, and that at its 
conclusion, and even after the ungainly figure of the 
speaker had retired trom the platform, there was deep 
silence, soon to be broken by exclamations of wonder and 
admiration rather than by cheers. But of the speech 
itself there is no record. 


Notes and Comments 


SENECA’s belief that “It 1s never too late to learn” 
might be now taken, 1900 years atterward, as the motty 
of the Americanization classes, the adult pupils in which 
are studying the English language in the factories where 
they earn their living. The idea of these classes finds more 
and more favor and help with factory owners. One need: 
nat be over-optimistic to thmk that the war-time revela- 
tion of illiteracy is leading to methods of elimination that 
may produce, as a splendid by-product, a better under- 
standing between capital and labor. The school in the 
factory introduces for both employer and employed a new 
element, something more friendly and conciliatory than 
the hard-and-fast fact of so much work for so much 
money; and whatever moves in that direction helps 
toward a civilization in which strikes would be tewer and 
fewer. 
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THE French Government has at last decided to take 
action against the traffic in so-called Rodin bronzes which 
for some time past has become a veritable.scandal. Rodin 
was not over particular whom he emploved to cast some 
of his works, and fraud was practiced even in his life- 
It is certafnly desirable that trickety toward a too 
confiding public should be put an end to, and what is 
tnore, the French Government, in the interests of the 
nation, cannot allow Rodin’s works to be basely imitated 
and cheapened. Rodin left his masterpieces to France, 
and it is the least the trench executive can do to protect 
the value of so great a gift. 


Ik THE arguments of the lumbermen prevail with the 
United States Census Bureau, the taking of the regular 
decennial census, next vear, will include an enumeration 
of the trees in the country. Some ten or a dozen years 
ago the beginming of a comprehensive timber census was 
made by the Bureau of Corporations to secure informa- 
tion for its own purposes; figures were collected, and re- 
ports were made that covered nearly a thousand printed 
pages; but the results were inconclusive, and the esti- 
mated total running into trillions of feet of standing 
timber 1s regarded by lumbermen as a rather expensive 
substitute for more trustworthy figures. The Census 
Bureau is more experienced in gathering statistics; and 
if every tree-owner is questioned by the census man the 
‘populous and many-nested trees,’’ as Longfellow calls 
them, will perhaps be counted with reasonable accuracy, 


PIERRE MILLE relates, in Le Temps, that one day he 
expressed to Peter Kropotkin regret that he had turned 
his back on literature and on the pursuit of geographical 
knowledge, in both of which he could have won high 
fame. lor an answer Kropotkin smiled.. The Russian 
revolutionary had received a “call,” M. Mille explains, 
“and he had left everything in obedience to that call.” 
The brilliant French journalist thinks that Kropotkin’s 
disillusionment during these months in Bolshevist Russia 
must have been indescribably bitter. A “brave man 
this Prince Kropotkin—anarchist,” concludes M. Mille, 
but it is quite evident that he writes Failure in large 
letters over his career. No doubt that is the practical 
and common sense point of view of the case, but the com- 
mon sense standard, as that term is generally understood, 
was certainly not. Kropotkin’s, and there are not a few 
people who, in spite of the disillusionment of revolu- 
tionary ideals, are not sorry that it was not. 

Ir was to be expected that the United States soldiers 
would return trom over seas with an added wealth of ex- 
perience and such knowledge as comes from travel and 
observation... To these, however, many of them will add 
the learning which comes from books, for 50,000 Ameri- 
can troopers have entered the army schools established at 
the posts in France. The educational system provided is 
remarkably elaborate, and will be more permanent than 
might have seemed possible, for the schools will move 
with the divisions, accompanying them even to the de- 
mobilizing camps in the United States. Moreover, courses 
have been arranged in French, Scottish, and English uni- 
versities, and the students who take them may, jf they 
desire, remain after the American forces have returned 
home. All nations have endeavored to care for their 
soldiers’ physical requirements, but this attention to their 
intellectual and moral needs marks a distinct step for- 
ward. The remaining step 1s to eliminate the need of 
soldiers at all. 
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NEW YORK City is to have, perhaps by April I. a 
new highway for vehicular traffic, a result of the utiliza- 
tion of Fourth and Park avenues for through north-and- 
south traffic. It is expected that this new route through 
the crowded region of the city will greatly relieve Fifth 
Avenue and Madison Avenue. by taking over between 
600 and 700 vehicles an hour. Strangely familiar, how- 
ever, to all of the larger American cities is the observa- 
tion of the New York Sun that with the rapid increase 
of traffic in the streets of that city the new route, even . 
if utilized’to its full capacity, will soon be as congested 
as the present roadways, necessitating further provision 
for reducing congestion. It would seef™m as if the big 


cities. would same day have to cease growing.
